lice, said he found the body on

clue given him by a Dollie Mason, 
whom he had previously known in 
Salt Lake City. 
This woman,

said, told him last Sunday that she 
had met a man who appeared 
to 
be a foreigner on Friday night and 
who, on becoming intoxicated had 
made broken 
revelations 
to 
her. 
Hightower, acting on the informa­ 
tion given him by the woman, 
he 
said, conducted a personal investi­ 
gation. 
Chief of Police O' Brien and Con­ 
stable Landini found in the 
pock­ 
ets of the dead priest a watch. Oth­ 
er articles found on the body 
in­ 
cluded a red morocco case, contain­ 
ing the bread and wine of the bles­ 
sed sacrament.

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THE RUSSIAN MYSTERY. 


According to Maxim Korky, people 
in Russia are dying at the rate of 300,- 
000 a day. This must be an exagger­ 
ated estimate, 
because 
at that rate 
there would soon be no Russians left, 
but there is no doubt at all that condi­ 
tions in Russia are terrible in the ex­ 
treme. 
All the reports from that un­ 
happy country tell the 
same story, 
and the 
official 
Soviet 
statements 
themselves do not attempt to conceal 
the facts. 
The Bolshevist leaders have appeal­ 
ed 
to 
the 
world 
for 
medicines, 
hospital supplies and surgical instru­ 
ments with which to combat the epi­ 
demics which are sweeping over the 
land in the midst of the famine. It has 
appealed also for doctors, saying that, 
while it is not expected that many for­ 
eign physicians will be willing to go to 
Russia, “any medical heroes ready to 
come will be met half way with the 
thanks of the Russian government. 
The government particularly places 
hope in the International Red Cross 
and the American Quakers.” Disease 
is almost everywhere and the famine 
is nearly universal in European Rus­ 
sia. There is no seed to sow again the 
crops that have failed. 
And yet the Bolshevik government 
holds on! 
Lenine and Trotzky still 
rule! There is no definite hint of up­ 
rising against them, no real sign that 
the Russian people are ready to turn 
against the regime which has brought 
upon them all this woe. It is an amaz­ 
ing condition of affairs. How long 
can it continue? For years the world 
has waited for the uprising, but it has 
not come. Is it coming now? 
And if 
it does come, is there not danger that 
it has been postponed so long that it 
will plunge Russia into even darker 
depths of despair?

A REAL MORAL VICTORY. 
Recalling George Bernard Shaw’s 
remark that the Dempsey-Carpentier 
fight was a moral 
victory 
for the 
Frenchman, the Philadelphia Record 
applies the same sort of reasoning to 
the tariff bill and declares that so 
far the tariff fight has been a moral 
victory for the democrats. 
The Rec­ 
ord says: 
“The republicans, having an enor­ 
mous majority, put the bill through 
easily enough, but on nearly all the 
points in dispute the democratic min­ 
ority, aided by an element of the dom­ 
inant party, carried off the honors. 
By this combination the proposed in- 
kjuitious embargo on dyestuffs was 
thrown out; hides and oils were re­ 
stored to the free list, and other more 
liberal 
provisions 
were 
carried 
through. 
The boast of Congressman 
Garrett, the minority leader, that the 
democrats were given ‘just five oppor­ 
tunities to win, and they won all five,’ 
seems to be justified by the facts.” 
That is certainly true, but the bill is 
still a monstrosity which will do im­ 
mense harm to the masses of the peo­ 
ple, however much it may help certain 
interests and the republican party will 
be held responsible for it when the 
time for 
accounting 
comes. 
There 
will be further changes made in it in 
the senate and perhaps some of these 
will be beneficial 
changes 
and the 
president may help to 
bring them 
about. 
But even this will not relieve 
the republicans of the responsibility, 
and if the democrats handle them­ 
selves as well in the senate fight as 
in the house fight, they will have a 
good record to point to and one wThich 
will stand their party in good stead in 
the next campaign. 
Perhaps the principal danger to be 
apprehended in the senate fight is the 
injection 
of 
partisanship 
into the 
struggle. 
There are some democrats 
in the senate who are too much inclin­ 
ed that way. 
They should be con­ 
trolled, and probably they will be and 
the democratic record kept clear of 
any cloud of that sort. 
It may even 
happen, as the Philadelphia Record 
suggests, that the democratic minori­ 
ty, if it continues as well as it has be­ 
gun, will not only make a record 
which will be exceedingly useful to 
the party later on but will perform a 
service of real present importance by 
compelling the abandonment of some 
of the most obnoxious and reactionary 
features of the tariff bill before it be­ 
comes a law. 


COLD COMFORT FOR TAXPAYERS 


There is little comfort for the tax­ 
payers in the current comment on the 
results of the recent naval tests. They 
may have hoped that when the bomb­ 
ing planes sent the great dreadnaught 
Ostfriesland to the bottom, it marked 
the beginning of the end of the build­ 
ing of capital ships. These great float­ 
ing fortresses cost about $50,000,000 
apiece and are by far the most expen­ 
sive of all the engines of war; and the 
taxpayers have felt that if the capital 
ship were proved to be obsolete, a lot 
of money could be saved and taxes 
might be reduced. 
But what are the military men and 
the naval men saying? Some of them 
—some of the latter, 
at 
least—are 
denying that the tests proved the cap­ 
ital ship to be obsolete; and practi­ 
cally all of them are declaring that, 
whether or not the capital ship is ob­ 
solete, it is now necessary to spend a 
great deal more on aircraft than we 
have spent before. If we are to go on 
building capital ships they say, then 
we must get extra appropriations, and 
very large ones at that, fcr the crea­ 
tion of a great air fleet. If we are not 
to go on building capital ships, then 
we can take the money formedly spent 
on them and use it for the building of 
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THE INCOMPETENCY OF CON­ 
GRESS.
